2.  Number  the  pages  as  you  proceed,  and  not  at  the  end  of 
the  Examination. 

3.  Write  only  on  one  side  of  the  paper.

4.  State  precisely  the  printed  number  of  each  question  you 
answer,  and  also  the  number  of  your  paper — I.,  II.,  and  III.  in 
the  case  of  Honours,  and  I.,  II.  in  the  case  of  Pass. 

5.  Write  each  word  in  full.  Contractions  are  not  allowed. 

6.  See  that  all  your  pages  are  fastened  together  in  consecu¬ 
tive  order,  at  the  left-hand  corner,  before  the  Examination  is 
ended. 

7.  No  Candidate  can,  on  any  consideration,  be  allowed  to  con¬ 
tinue  writing,  or  adjusting  her  papers,  after  the  Examination  is 
over.  So  soon  as  the  Examination  has  ended,  she  must  rise  and 
leave  the  Examination  room,  her  paper  being  left  on  the  writing- 
table  or  desk.

THE  L.L.A.  EXAMINATION, 
DIPLOMA,  AND  TITLE  FOR  WOMEN. 


PROGRAMME  FOR  1918. 

The  University  of  St  Andrews  grants  a  Certificate,  Diploma, 
and  Title  to  all  Women  who  pass  an  Examination  in  the  sub¬ 
jects  under-mentioned. 

The  following  are  the  conditions  and  rules  of  Examination  : — 

I.  In  each  subject  there  is  a  Pass  and  an  Honours  Standard. 

II.  The  subjects  are  those  taught  in  the  University ;  and  in 
addition,  Comparative  Philology,  Comparative  Religion,  As¬ 
tronomy,  Biblical  History  and  Literature,  and  Geography. 

III.  Any  Candidate  may  receive  the  Title  of  L.L.A.  by  passing 
in  seven  subjects  (of  which  one  subject  must  be  taken  from 
each  of  the  Departments  (a),  (6),  and  (c)  on  page  6  hereof).  But 
as  an  alternative  to  passing  in  seven  subjects,  a  Candidate  may 
obtain  the  Title  by  taking  Honours  in  one  subject,  and  passing 
in  five  additional  ones  ;  by  taking  Honours  in  two  subjects,  and 
passing  in  three  additional  ones ;  or  by  taking  Honours  in  three 
subjects,  and  passing  in  one  additional  (in  each  case  one  of  the 
subjects  being  from  each  of  the  above  Departments). 

IY.  It  is  not  necessary  for  any  Candidate  to  take  the  Pass  Paper 
before  attempting  Honours  except  in  Chemistry  and  Physiology, 
when  the  Pass  Paper  must  be  taken  before  the  Honours.  Candi¬ 
dates  are,  however,  recommended  not  to  attempt  Honours  in 
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PROGRAMME  FOR  1918. 


subjects  which  are  entirely  new  to.,  them,  without  having 
previously  taken  a  Pass  in  these  subjects. 

V.  The  subjects  of  examination  from  which  a  selection  must 
be  made  are  arranged  in  four  departments. 

Every  Candidate  entered  for  Examination  for  the  first 
TIME  IN  1895,  OR  AFTERWARDS,  MUST  SELECT  ONE  SUBJECT 
OUT  OF  EACH  OF  THE  FIRST  THREE  DEPARTMENTS,  AND  MAY 
TAKE  THE  REMAINING  SUBJECT  OR  SUBJECTS  OUT  OF  ANY  ONE 
OR  MORE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  departments  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  The  department  of  Language ,  including  Latin,  Greek, 

English  Language  and  Literature,  French,  German, 
and  Comparative  Philology. 

( b )  The  department  of  Philosophy,  including  Logic,  Moral 

Philosophy,  Political  Economy,  Comparative  Re¬ 
ligion,  ^Esthetics  and  Fine  Art. 

(c)  The  department  of  Science ,  including  Mathematics, 

Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Geology, 
Physiology,  Zoology,  Botany. 

(d)  Other  subjects,  including  English  Literature,  Education, 

History  (Ancient  and  Modern),  Biblical  History  and 
Literature,  and  Geography. 

VI.  One,  two,  or  more  subjects  may  be  taken  at  each  Exam¬ 
ination  ;  and  to  whatever  extent  the  Candidate  is  successful, 
a  certificate  will  be  granted,  which  will  count  towards  the  L.L.A. 
Title  until  it  is  obtained.  The  Examination  may  be  spread  over 
any  length  of  time,  and  the  subjects  may  be  taken  up  in  any 
order. 

VII.  Failure  to  pass,  or  to  take  Honours  in  any  subject,  does 
not  disqualify  a  Candidate  from  taking  the  Pass  or  Honours 
examination  in  the  same  subject  at  any  future  time. 

VIII.  In  the  event  of  any  intending  Candidate  for  the  L.L.A. 
Title  and  Diploma  having  attended  a  University  class  or  classes 
in  St  Andrews,  and  passed  the  requisite  examination  for  the  M.  A. 
or  B.Sc.  Degree,  such  examination  will  count  towards  the  L.L.A. 
Diploma. 

IX.  Examinations  are  usually  held  at  Aberdeen ,  Bedford , 
Belfast,  Birmingham,  Blackburn,  Brighton ,  Bristol,  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Cape  Town,  Cardiff,  Croydon,  Dublin,  Durban ,  Edinburgh, 
Exeter,  Glasgow,  Hull,  Lausanne,  Leeds,  Liverpool,  London, 
Malta,  Manchester,  Middlesborough,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Norwich, 
Nottingham,  Oxford,  Paris,  Pietermaritzburg ,  Plymouth,  Port 
Elizabeth,  St  Andrews,  Sheffield,  and  Southampton. 

X.  The  Place  of  Examination  at  the  various  British  and 
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Irish  Centres  will  be  as  is  indicated  on  pp.  34,  35,  unless  any 
change  is  found  to  be  necessary,  in  which  case  all  Candidates 
formally  entered  will  be  duly  informed  of  the  change. 

XI.  The  next  Examination  will  be  held  onthe  21  s£,  2 2nd, 
and  23 rd  of  May  1918  ;  and  those  who  intend  to  become  Candi¬ 
dates  (whether  they  have  passed  in  any  subjects  previously 
or  not)  are  requested  to  obtain  from  The  Secretary ,  L.L.A. 
Scheme ,  The  University ,  St  Andrews ,  an  entrance  form,  which 
they  are  required  to  fill  up  and  return  not  later  than 
1st  March  1918. 

XII.  Applications  for  copies  of  the  L.L.A.  Prospectus,  or 
Examination  questions  of  previous  years,  should  be  made  to 
The  Secretary ,  L.L.A.  Scheme. 

XIII.  The  Fee  to  be  paid  by  Candidates  coming  up  to  be 
examined  for  the  first  time  is  Two  Guineas.  This  Fee  covers 
two  Examinations  in  one  or  more  subjects  at  each  Examina¬ 
tion,  whether  in  consecutive  years  or  not.  At  a  third,  and 
any  subsequent,  Examination,  a  Fee  of  One  Guinea  must 
be  paid.  The  Fee  must  be  sent  when  the  Examination 
Form  is  returned.  Candidates  wishing  to  be  examined  at 
Foreign  Centres  must  pay  an  additional  Fee  of  Half  a  Guinea 
for  each  Examination.  Fees  must  in  all  cases  be  paid 
to  Mr  Wm.  Wilkie,  Factor,  The  University,  St  Andrews, 
by  Post  Office  (not  Postal)  Order  on  St  Andrews 
Post  Office.  When  several  Fees  are  sent  together,  they 
may  be  sent  by  bank  draft.  No  Candidate  can  be  entered 
for  Examination  till  the  full  Fee  is  paid,  and  no  Fee  can  be 
returned  under  any  circumstances.  If  a  Candidate  is  entered 
for  Examination,  but  does  not  attend,  the  Fee  paid  cannot 
count  for  a  subsequent  year,  unless  special  exemption  from  the 
Examination  is  granted  not  less  than  a  fortnight  before  it  takes 
place. 

XIV.  Candidates  who  obtain  the  Title  of  L.L.A.  must  pay  an 
additional  Fee  of  Four  Guineas  before  receiving  their  Diploma, 
making  use  of  the  Title,  or  wearing  the  Badge;  and  this  Diploma 
fee  must  be  paid  to  Mr  Wm.  Wilkie ,  Factor ,  The  University ,  St 
Andrews — by  post-office  order ,  or  by  bank  draft ,  not  by  cheque  on 
private  accounts — before  30th  September. 

XY.  Before  selecting  their  subjects,  Candidates  are  requested 
to  consult  the  Time-Table  for  1918,  so  that  they  may  not  fix 
upon  any  two  subjects  ivhich  are  taken  up  at  the  same  hour ;  because 
no  alteration  can  be  made  in  the  Time-Table  to  suit  individual 
Candidates.  No  exception  to  this  rule  can  in  any  case

XVI.  In  filling  up  their  Form  of  Application,  Candidates  must 
state  distinctly  whether  they  mean  to  take  the  Pass  or  Honours  paper 
in  the  Subjects  they  select.  If  the  subject  only  is  entered  it 
will  be  set  down  as  a  pass,  and  cannot  be  afterwards  changed. 
Candidates  must  keep  to  the  Examination  Centre  which  they 
select,  unless  specially  allowed  to  change  it ;  and  they  must 
definitely  select  one  of  the  centres  mentioned  in  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Form. 

No  card  of  admission  to  the  centre  which  the  Candidate  selects 
is  necessary.  It  will  suffice  if  she  appears  at  the  place  and  time 
indicated. 

XVII.  Candidates  who  have  been  entered  for  the  L.L.A. 
Examination  in  previous  years  must  be  careful  to  insert — on 
their  Examination  Form— in  what  subject  or  subjects  they  have 
passed ,  and  in  what  year  or  years.  If  they  have  obtained  the 
Title,  they  must  write  L.L.A.  after  their  name. 

XVIII.  No  Candidate  can  be  admitted  to  the  L.L.A.  Exam¬ 
ination  who  does  not  hold  the  L.L.A.  Preliminary  Examination 
Certificate  (see  p.  13),  the  Local  Examination  Certificate  of  a 
University,  or  a  Certificate  of  the  College  of  Preceptors,  or 
a  Government  Leaving  Certificate,  or  a  Government  Teacher’s 
Certificate,  or  possesses  such  a  certificate  as  may  be  approved 
of  by  the  University.  Those,  however,  who  entered  for 
Examination  in  or  before  the  year  1883,  but  have  not  as  yet 
obtained  the  Title,  may  complete  their  Examination  without 
taking  a  preliminary  certificate  ;  it  being  always  understood  that 
the  Regulations  under  which  a  Candidate  entered  for  Examination 
in  any  particular  year  are  valid  for  her  until  the  close  of  her 
Examination.  This  does  not  apply  to  the  Subjects  of  Exam¬ 
ination,  or  the  obligatory  groups,  which  may  change  from 
year  to  year. 

XIX.  Those  who  have  received  the  L.L.A.  Title,  but  wish  to 
add  to  its  value,  may  be  examined  in  any  subject  or  subjects 
in  which  they  have  not  previously  passed,  and  obtain  an  ad¬ 
ditional  Certificate — the  Fee  for  each  subsequent  Examination 
being  One  Guinea. 

XX.  There  is  no  limit  as  to  age  in  the  L.L.A.  Examin¬ 
ation. 

XXI.  The  subjects  for  1919  cannot  be  announced  before  the 
Examination  in  1918  takes  place. 

XXII.  The  result  of  the  Examination  will  be  intimated  to 
Candidates  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  is  concluded.  Candidates 
who  wish  the  printed  Table  of  Results  to  be  posted  to  any  other 
address  than  the  one  they  have  given  in  their  Form  of  Application 
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must  apply  to  the  Secretary,  and  inform  him  of  the  Centre  at 
which  they  entered. 

XXIII.  Neither  the  Secretary  nor  the  Examiners  can  enter 
into  correspondence  with  Candidates,  or  with  their  Tutors  or 
others,  as  to  the  results  of  the  Examination. 

XXI Y.  The  Senatus  Academicus  has  authorised  the  use  of 
a  gown  and  cap,  and  of  an  Academic  Badge,  in  the  form  of 
a  Sash,  of  the  colours  of  the  Universities  of  Paris  and  St 
Andrews,  with  a  St  Andrews  University  Cross  in  silver,  to  be 
worn  by  all  who  take  the  Title  and  receive  the  Diploma  of 
L.L.A.  For  information  on  this  point,  application  may  be 
made  to  Messrs  Christie  &  Kilpatrick,  Bobemakers,  South 
Bridge,  Edinburgh. 

XXV.  In  the  case  of  British  Candidates  the  L.L.A.  Certificate 
is  recognised  by  the  French  Minister  of  Public  Instruction 
as  equivalent  to  the  “  brevet  superieur”  for  admission  to 
the  Sorbonne  Examination  for  the  “  Certificat  d’aptitude  a 
l’enseignement  des  langues  vivantes.” 


The  attention  of  Candidates  is  drawn  to  the  Ordinary 
and  Honours  Diplomas  for  Teachers,  which  are 
strongly  recommended  as  suitable  for  those  who 
are  or  intend  to  be  Teachers. 

Ordinary  Diploma  for  Teachers. 

The  Diploma  must  bear  : — 

A.  That  the  holder  has  obtained  a  pass  in  seven  subjects  ; 
B.  (1)  that  among  the  seven  subjects,  English  Literature 
(comprising  an  essay,  certain  prescribed  books,  and  a  period  of 
Literature),  Education  (comprising  Theory  and  History,  general 
and  applied  Method,  School  Management,  and  School  Hygiene), 
and  Logic  or  Mathematics  have  been  included  ;  and  also  (2)  a 
language  from  group  I.,  a  science  from  group  II.,  and  two  sub¬ 
jects  from  one  of  the  groups  I.,  II.,  III. 

Honours  Diploma  for  Teachers. 

The  Diploma  must  bear  : — 

A.  That  the  holder  has  obtained  Honours  in  (1)  any  two  sub¬ 
jects  in  group  I.  ;  or  (2)  one  of  the  combinations  in  group  IV. ; 
or  (3)  any  two  subjects  in  group  II.,  under  the  conditions  affecting 
Honours  in  scientific  subjects  in  the  L.L.A.  scheme  of  examinations , 
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except  Astronomy  (which  may  be  taken  by  Honours  candidates 
among  their  Pass  subjects). 

B.  That  the  holder  has  passed  in  three  subjects  on  the  Pass 
Standard  in  addition  to,  but  different  from,  her  Honours  subjects. 

G.  That  among  the  subjects  taken  on  either  the  Pass  or 
Honours  Standard,  English  Literature,  Education,  and  Logic 
or  Mathematics  have  been  included.  *

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REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  SCIENCE 
EXAMINATIONS. 

The  following  recommendations  have  been  adopted  : — 

1.  That  in  Natural  Philosophy  a  Practical  Examination, 
optional  to  Candidates  in  Honours,  be  held  in  St  Andrews, 
and  that  Candidates  who  pass  this  examination  shall  receive  a 
special  mark  of  distinction. 

2.  That  in  Chemistry,  Pass  Candidates  be  required  to  forward 
to  the  Secretary,  one  month  at  least  before  the  examination,  a 
note-book  or  note-books  containing  a  record  of  the  practical 
work  done  by  the  candidate,  the  genuineness  of  the  record  to 
be  attested  by  herself  and  her  teachers  on  forms,  printed  copies 
of  which  shall  be  supplied  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  and 
that  only  those  candidates  whose  practical  work  is  considered 
satisfactory  by  the  Examiner  be  admitted  to  the  Written  Exam¬ 
ination.  Note-books  submitted  for  inspection  should  be  written 
in  ink. 

That  a  Practical  Examination  be  required  of  all  Honours  Can¬ 
didates  in  Chemistry,  and  that  this  examination  be  held  only  at 
St  Andrews.  The  Practical  Examination  shall  be  held  on  two 
standards,  Candidates  passing  on  the  Higher  Standard  to  receive 
a  special  mark  of  distinction. 

Particulars  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  practical  work 
required  will  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  on  application. 

3.  That  the  examinations  in  Botany,  Zoology,  and  Geology, 
Pass  and  Honours,  be  held  only  at  centres  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  That  in  the  Pass  Examinations  in  Botaijy,  Zoology, 
and  Geology  the  Candidates  be  required  to  identify  or  examine 
specimens  which  shall  be  sent  in  proper  numbers  to  the  various 
Centres  before  the  examination,  the  specimens  to  be  such  as  can 
be  examined  with  the  naked  eye  or  with  the  aid  of  a  pocket  lens. 

That  in  the  Honours  Examinations  in  these  subjects  speci¬ 
mens  be  also  given  for  examination,  but  that  a  special  Honours 
Practical  Examination  in  Botany  and  in  Zoology  be  held  at  St 
Andrews,  on  passing  which  the  Candidate  shall  receive  a  special 
mark  of  distinction. 

4.  That  in  Physiology  a  Practical  Examination  be  required  of 
all  Honours  candidates,  and  that  this  examination  be  held  only 
at  St  Andrews. 

5.  Candidates  for  Honours  in  Chemistry  and  Physiology 
must  have  obtained  a  Pass  in  these  subjects  before  entering 
for  Honours.

PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION. 

Regulations. 

1.  The  subjects  of  examination  are  ( a )  English,  (6)  Latin  or 
French,  (c)  Arithmetic,  ( d )  History. 

2.  Candidates  may  enter  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  exam¬ 
ination  at  one  time.  The  examination,  if  taken  in  parts,  must 
not  be  extended  over  more  than  two  periods. 

3.  The  fee  for  the  whole  examination  is  ten  shillings  and  six¬ 
pence. 

4.  The  examinations  on  the  subjects  specified  in  Regulation  1 
will  be  held  at  the  various  centres  on  the  22nd  and  23rd  of 
May  1918. 

Candidates  are  requested  to  communicate  with  The  Secretary , 
L.L.A.  Scheme ,  The  University ,  St  Andrews ,  not  later  than  1st 
March  1918. 

SUBJECTS  OP  EXAMINATION. 

(PRELIMINARY.) 

1.  English. — (1)  Grammar,  which  will  include  Analysis,  Pars¬ 
ing,  Derivation,  Correction  of  Sentences.  (2)  Composition,  which 
will  include  a  short  Essay  on  some  subject  from  the  prescribed 
books,  and  Paraphrasing.  (3)  Literature,  which  will  comprise 
a  knowledge  of  ‘Richard  II.,’  ‘Quentin  Durward,’  and  ‘Sohrab 
and  Rustum.’  (4)  General  Knowledge,  which  will  be  tested 
by  one  question  of  such  a  character  as  will  elicit  the  candidate’s 
reading  and  intelligence.

University  Hall,  for  Women-Students,  was  opened  in  1896, 
under  the  government  of  the  University  of  St  Andrews. 

On  22nd  February  1892,  the  Scottish  Universities  Commission 
issued  an  Ordinance  (No.  18,  General  No.  9)  under  which  it  be¬ 
came  “competent  to  the  University  Court,  after  consultation  with 
the  Senatus,  to  make  provision  within  the  University  for  the 
instruction  of  women  in  any  of  the  subjects  taught  within  the 
University,  either  by  admitting  them  to  the  ordinary  classes,  or 
by  instituting  separate  classes  for  their  instruction.”  As  soon  as 
this  Ordinance  had  received  the  approval  of  her  Majesty  in 
Council,  steps  were  taken  to  provide  a  Hall  of  Residence  for 
Women-Students  where  they  could  live  together  under  a  Head. 
As  a  temporary  arrangement,  the  house  No.  79  North  Street  was 
secured  for  those  who  intended  to  enter  the  University  in  Ses¬ 
sion  1892-93.  No  provision  for  residence  was  made  during  the 
years  1893-94  and  1894-95,  but  for  1895-96  Argyle  Lodge  was 
rented.  Meanwhile,  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a  permanent 
Hall  of  Residence  for  Women  had  been  in  progress.  Various 
donations  were  obtained  from  individuals  through  the  exertions 
of  Emeritus  Professor  Knight,  about  .£3000  were  voted  from 
the  L.L.A.  Funds,  and  a  grant  of  .£2000  for  the  purpose  was 
received  from  the  Pfeiffer  Trust.  A  site  having  been  granted 
by  the  University  Court  on  the  lands  of  Rathelpie,  a  portion  of 
the  original  patrimony  of  St  Leonard’s  College,  the  building 
was  proceeded  with,  and  was  ready  for  occupation  at  the 
beginning  of  Session  1896-97. 


UNIVERSITY  HALL  FOR  WOMEN-STUDENTS. 
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The  usual  course  of  study  at  University  Hall  is  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  Degree  Examinations  of  the  University  of  St 
Andrews,  of  which  all  the  Classes  and  Degrees  are  open  to 
women  on  the  same  terms  as  to  men.  Students  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Hall  may  also  read  for  the  L.L.A.  Diploma  and  Title 
Examination. 

The  instruction  of  the  Students  of  University  Hall  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  University ;  additional  private  tuition  can,  how¬ 
ever,  be  obtained  within  the  Hall. 

There  is  no  examination  for  entrance  into  University  Hall, 
and  Students  over  sixteen  years  of  age  may  come  into  residence 
to  prepare  for  the  Preliminary  Examination  of  the  University. 

The  Sessions  of  residence  are  the  two  University  Sessions — 
viz.,  the  Winter  Session,  October  to  March ;  the  Summer  Session 
(optional),  April  to  June. 

University  Hall  fees  for  residence  : — 

Winter  Session  ....  £30  to  £50. 

Summer  Session  ....  £15  to  £25. 

The  average  fee  for  each  University  Class  during  the  Winter 
Session  is  £4,  4s.,  and  the  Matriculation  Fee,  £1,  Is.
